NEW YORK, May 17 (AP)— 
Racketeer Frank Costello was 
sentenced today to five years in 
prison and fined $30,090 for Fed- 
eral income tax evasion. 

He was sentenced by United 


States District Judge John F. X. 
McGohey after the Government 
had described Costello as “the 
symbol of the successful rack- 
eteer.” 

Costello, who could have re- 
ceived up to 15 years imprison- 
ment, also was assessed the cost 
of the trial. 

Costello, 63 years old, whose 
hoarse — became familiar 
to millions during his televised 
testimony before the Senate’s 
Crime Investigating Committee, 
has been in jail twice before. He 
served 10 months on a weapons 
charge 39 years ago, and 14 

months for contempt of the Sen- 
ate Committee in 1952-53. 

A native Italian who came to 
the United States at the age of 
4, he also faces a deportation 
action. 

Last Thursday he was convict- 
ed on three counts of having 
evaded payment of $39,015 in 
federal income taxes from 1947 
through 1949.

Costello was ‘given the max- 
imum of five years imprison- 
ment on each of the three counts 
of his conviction, the sentences 
to run concurrently. The fine 
was the maximum permissible. 

Prior to sentencing, Judge Mc- 
Gohey denied more than 12 de- 
fense motions for dismissal of 
the conviction. Defense Counsel 
Leo C. Fennelly said the case 
would be appealed.

SHIVERS SAYS TEXAS WILL 
OBEY SEGREGATION RULING 


AUSTIN, Tex., Ma May 17 (UP)— 
Gov. Allan vers said today 
Texas will comply with a Su- 
preme Court ruling barring 
educational segregation, but 
warned such action was not the 
answer to the problem. 

“Abelishing segregation is not 
a panacea—it is not a cure,” he 
said.

Several state Legislatures, an- 
ticipating just such a decision, 
moved as early as 1951 to pre- 
serve segregation practices re- 
gardiess of the action.

The court set next Oct. 1 as a 
deadline for filing briefs on 
these arguments.

In the instant cases, that ques- 
tion is directly presented. Here, 
unlike Sweatt v. Painter, there 
are findings below that the Ne- 
gro and white schools involved 
have been equalized, or are 
being equalized, with respect to 
buildings, curricula, qualifica- 
tions and salaries of teachers, 


and other “tangible” factors 
(footnote 9). 
Our decision, therefore, 


cannot turn on merely a com- 
parison of these tangible fac- 
tors in the Negro and white 
schools involved in each of 
the cases. We must look in- 
stead to the effect of segre- 
gation itself on publie educa- 
tion. 


In approaching this problem, 
we cannot turn the clock back 
to 1868 when the amendment 
was adopted, or even to 1896 
when Plessy V. Ferguson was 
written. We must consider pub- 
lic education in the lights of its 


states, then existing practices 
in a@acial segregation, and the 
views of proponents and oppo- 
nents of the amendment. This 
discussion and our own inves- 
tigation convince us that, al- 
theugh these sources cast some 
Bight, it is not enough to re- 
solve the problem with which 
we are faced.

Today, education is perhaps 
the most important function 
of state and local Govern- 
ments.

It is required in the per- 
formance of our most basic 
public responsibilities, even 
service in the armed forces. 
It is the very foundation of 
good citizenship. Today it is 
a principal instrument in 
awakening the child to cul- 
tural values, in preparing him 
for later professional training, 
and in helping him to adjust 
normally to his enviroment. 


In these days, it doubt- 
ful that any child may reason- 
ably be expected to succeed 
in life if he is denied the op- 
portunity ‘of an education. 
Such an opportunity, where 
the state has undertaken to 
provide it, is a right which 
must be made available to all 
on equal terms. 

We come then to the ques- 
tion presented: does segre- 
gation of children in public 
schools solely on the basis of 
race, even though the physi- 
cal facilities and other “tan- 
gible” factors may be equal, 
deprive the children of the 
minority group of equal edu- 
cational opportunities? We 
believe. that it does. 

In Sweatt v. Painter, supra, 


in finding that a segrggated law 
school for Negroes could not 
provide them equal educational 
opportunities, this court relied 
in large part on “those qualities 
which are incapable of objective 
measurement but which make 
for greatness in a law school.” 
In McLaurin v. Oklahoma 
State regents, supra, the court, 
in requiring that a Negro ad- 
‘mitted to a white graduate 
' school be treated like all other 
‘students, again resorted to in- 
tangible consideration: “. . . his 
ability to study, to engage in 
discussions and exchange views 
with other students, and, in gen- 
eral, to learn his profession.”

Because these are class ac- 
tions, complex because of the 
wide applicability of this de- 
cision, and because of the great 
variety of local conditions, the 
formulation of decrees in these 
cases presents problems of con- 
siderable complexity. On re- 
argument, the consideration of 
appropriate -relief was neces- 
sarily subordinated to the pri- 
mary question—the constitution- 
ality of segregation in public 
education. — : 

We have now announced that 
such segregation is a denial of 
the equal protection of the laws. 
In order that we may have the 
full assistance of the parties in 
formulating decrees, the cases 
will be restored to the docket, 
and the parties are requested to 
present further argument on 
Questions 4 and 5 previously 
propounded by the court for the 
reargument this term (Foot- 
note 13). 

The Attorney General of the 
United States is again invited to 
participate. The Attorneys Gen-

The Board of Aldermen began 
work today on a municipal 
budget for 1954-55 with intro- 
duction o fan appropriation bill 
seeking $49,923,324 for operation 
of the city departments. It was 
proposed that the municipal tax 
rate on real estate and tangible 
personal property remain un- 
changed. 

The city administration intro-

Last year $47,735,000 was ap- 
propriated from general revenue 
for municipal operations, but 
only $46,148,000 was spent. The 
increased amount sought for the 
coming year takes into account 
recently granted wage increases 
and other cost rises . 


Following introduction of the 
bills, the aldermen recessed un- 
til noon tomorrow. They are to 
meet daily until a budget is ap- 
proved. 


Recommended Levy. 


The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment has recommended 
a levy of $1.81 on each $100 
valuation of real estate and 
tangible personal property, the 
same municipal tax rate as last 
year’s. The state tax rate re- 
mains unchanged at 7 cents, but 
the $1.19 Board of Education 
levy is being increased 1 cent 
to $1.20, which would make the 
total tax for all purposes $3.08 
as compared to $3.07 last year. 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
emphasizing that the city needs 
broader authority to manage its 
own affairs afid less regulation 
by the State Legislature, has 
recommended that 13 freehold- 
ers work on a new charter 
be chosen at the general elec- 
tion on Nov. 2 


Nomination of freeholders 
would be by petition, with 250 
signatures of qualified voters 
required to place a nominee on 
the ballot. The freeholders 
would have a year in which to 
draft a new instrument to re- 
place. the 40-year-old charter 
under which St. Louis now oper- 
ates.

ly at a cost of $50,000 for new

Supreme Court Upholds 
Charges Against Unit- 
ed Co. of Boston — 
Other Rulings. 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP) 
—The Supreme.Court today up- 
held 7-0 Government charges 
that the United Shoe Machinery 
Corp., of Boston, violated the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 

United Shoe, which conducts 
a world-wide business, appealed 
to the high tribunal from a de- 
cision’ by United States District 
Judge Charles E. Wyzanski Jr., 
of Boston. 

In other actions today the 

court: - 
Denied six Kansas City (Mo.) 
firms a review of their unsuc- 
cessful suits to collect about 
$1,000,000 from the United 
States for damage caused by 
the Kansas river flood of July 
1951. 

Refused 7-0 to order a new 
trial: of Government anti-trust 
charges under the Sherman act 
against the Borden Co. and four 
other dairies in the Chicago 
area. The charges were dis- 
missed by United States District 
Judge William J. Campbell in 
Chicago at the conclusion of 
the Government’s presentation 
of its evidence. The Justice De- 
partment appealed directly to 
the Supreme Court, ° 

Decided 7-1 that a lower Fed- 
eral tribunal, acting on the re- 
quest of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, may eancel a 
state court injunction issued to 
halt secondary picketing by a 
union. The decision applied spe- 
cifically to picketing of retail 
stores in the Los Angeles area 
which sold bakery products 
made by Capital Service, Inc. 

Decided unanimously the 
United States may not now re- 
cover indemnity from one of its 
employes for whose negligence 
the Government has been held 


lible for damages. The case 
arose from a 1948 automobile 
collision at Blythe, Calif., in

Aids to Both Sides Seen 
by Millions but Are 
Never Named, and 
Never Testify.

WASHINGTON, May 17—One |¢ 


of the many odd by-products of 
the Army-McCarthy hearings | 
has been the creation of a corps | 
of new television “extras’’—the 
aids on both sides whose jobs 
keep them in the picture but 
don't involve them in the testi- 

Iony. 

For nearly four weeks, strate- | 
gically-placed -cameras trained | 
on the principals in the dispute | 
have picked up other faces in 
the background, only to turn} 
away without further indentifi- | 
cation. 

Now and again, one of these 
anonymous figures leaps abrupt- 
lv to the foreground, as in the | 
case of Army counselor John G. | 
Adams, who has been both an 
adviser and a principal on his 
side. Similarly, but to a lesser 
degree, Jdmes N. Juliana, an in- | 
vestigator for the Investigations | 
subcommittee, held the spotlight | 
briefly in the hearing’s second | 
week when his testimony helped 
unravel the mystery of the 
“cropped” picture of Secretary | 
of the Army Robert T. B. Stevens 
and Pvt. G. David Schine. 

Mostly, though, the aids serve 
by sitting and waiting for assign- | 
ments calling for, special knowl- | 
edge and skills. 

The main focus of the cameras 
has been on the witness table 
and, since most of the testimony 
to date has been from the Army 
Side, these aides have been most 
before the cameras. 

There are few televiewers 
now who are unfamiliar with 
the seamy smile and bow ties | 
of Joseph N. Welch, the special | 
counsel who sits to the left of 
the Army witnesses. Many, how- 
ever, can't identify the short- | 
round-headed young man to the | 
right of the witness chair. He is | 
James D. St. Clair, assistant | 
Army counsel, who came down | 
from Boston to help Welch. 

Behind them is the corps of | 
Army assistants, uniformed, si-| 
lent young men whose job it is 
to find the papers, get the in-| 
formation, run the errands that 
are required to present and de- 
fend the Army's case. | 

There are three officers who 
appear regularly in the row di- 
rectly behind the witness, all 
fin crisp army summer uniforms 
with rows of ribbons betoken- 
ing duty in two wars. They are: 

Col. Kenneth E, Belieu, ex- 
ecutive officer to Mr. Stev- 
ens, a slim, blond young man 
whose ribbons include a silver 
star earned in Europe and a 
purple heart awarded him 
after he lost a leg in a land 
mine explosion in service with 
the Setond Infantry Division 
in Korea. He wears an aide’s 
aiguillette on his shoulder. 

Lt. Col. Thomas S. Clary, 
military aide to the Secre- 
tary, is also a veteran of Ko- 
rea and World War II. He is 
a slim, dark-haired young man 
with a long, square-jawed face. 
He sometimes smokes a pipe 
during the hearings. 

Maj. Gabriel Ivan, a career 
officer and qualified lawyer 
who is attached to the judge 
advocate general’s office: He 
helps see to it that appropri- 
ate documents are in coun- 
sel’s hands when wanted. He 
is brown-haired and. broad- 
faced. 

Immediately behind Maj. Ivan 
and to his right sits Capt. John 
Folawn, also an Army lawyer, 
whose direct responsibility is a 
series of thick alphabetical files 
loaded with the documents 
which the Army thinks may be 
used in the case. He keeps them 
on a chair between him and Maj. 
Ivan. He is young and blond 
and attentive to his job. 

In the same row sits Cpl. Jim 
Franklin, a wiry young Pitts- 
burgher assigned as a messen- 
ger to chase down any docu- 
ments that may not be in the 
voluminous Army files. 

Frequently seen in the Army 
section is Charles Haskins, as- 
sistant to Adams. He is a lean 
young man with a crew cut who 
frequently wears bow ties. 

The third Army principal is 
Assistant Secretary of Defense 
H. Struve Hensel. 

Behind the official seats in 
this area are chairs reserved 
for special guests of the com- 
mittee. They are mostly filled 
by wives of committee members 
and their friends. 

There is room at the table 
itself- only for Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
and his two co-principals, Roy 
M. Cohn, the slight, dark chief

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP)— 
Following is the tert of President Eisenhower's letter and

dispute: , 


EAR Mr. Secretary: 
It has long been recognized 
that to assist the Congress in 
achieving its legislative purposes 
every Executive department or 
agency must, upon the request 
of a Congressional ‘committee, 
expeditiously furnish informa- 
tion relating to any matter with- 
in the jurisdiction of the com- 
mittee, with certain historical 
exceptions—some of which are 
pointed out in the attached 
memorandum from the Attorney 
General. This Administration 
has been and will continue to be 
diligent in sollewing this prin- 
ciple, 

However, it is coniatia’ to the 
successful working of our system 
that the persons entrusted with 
power in any one of the three 
great branches of Government 
shall not encroach upon the au- 
thority confided to the others. 
The ultimate responsibility: for 
the conduct of the Executive 
branch rests with the President. 

Within this constitutional 
framework each branch should 
co-operate fully with each other 
for the common good. However, 


‘ throughout our history the Presi- 


dent has withheld informa- 
tion whenever he found that 
what was sought was confiden- 
tial or its disclosure would be 
incompatible with the public in- 
terest or jeopamiize the safey of 
the nation. 

Because it is essential to 
efficient and effective admin- 
istration that employes of the 
Executive branch be in a po- 
sition to be completely candid 
in advising with each other on 
official matters, and because 


it is not in the public interest 
that any of their conversations 
Or communications, or any 
documents or reproductions, 
concerning such advice be dis- 
closed, you will instruct em- 
ployes of your department 
that in all of their appear- 
ances before the subcommit- 
tee of the Senate Committee 
on.Government Operations re- 
garding the inquiry now be- 
fore it they are not to testify 
to any such conversations or 
communications or to produce 
any such documents or repro- 
ductions. This principle must 
be maintained regardless of 
who would be benefited by 
such disclosures. 

I direct this action so as to 
maintain the proper separation 
of powers between the Execu- 
tive and Legislative branches of 
the Government in accordance 
with my responsibilities and 
duties under the Constitution. 
This separation is vital to pre- 
clude the exercise of arbitrary 
power by any branch of the 
Government. 

By this action I am not in 
any way restricting the testi- 
mony of such witnesses as to 
what occurred regarding any 
matters where the communica- 
tion was directly between any 
of the principals in the contro- 
versy within the Executive 
branch on the one hand and a 
member of the subcommittee or 
its staff on the other.

Brownell’s Memorandum Cites 
Many Precedents for Refusal 


MEMORANDUM. 
For: The President. 
From: The Attorney General. 

One of the chief merits of 
the American system of written 
constitutional law is that all the 
powers entrusted to the Govern- 
ment are divided into three 
great departments, the Execu- 
tive, the Legislative, and the 
Judicial. It is essential to the 
successful working of this sys- 
tem that the persons entrusted 
with power in’ any one of these 
branches shall not be permitted 
to encroach upon the powers 
confided to the others, but that 
each shall be limited to the ex- 
ercise of the powers appropriate 
to its own department and no 
other. The doctrine of separa- 
tion of powers was adopted to 
preclude the exercise of arbi- 
trary power and to save the 
people from autocracy. 

uotes Washington. 

This '  fendementel principle 
was fully recognized by our first 
President, George Washington, 
as early as 1796 when hé said: 

it is essential to the due 
administration of the Govern- 
ment that the boundaries fixed 
by the Constitution between the 
different departments should be 
preserved ...” In his fare- 
well address, President Wash- 
ington again cautioned strongly 
against the danger of encroach- 
ment by one department into 
the domain of another as lead- 
ing to, despotism. This préinci- 
ple has received steadfast ad- 
herence throughout the many 
years of our history and growth. 
More than ever, it is our duty 
today to heed these words if 
our country is to retain its place 
as a leader among the free na- 
tions of, the world. 

For over 150 years—almost 
from the time that the American 
form of government was created 
by the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion—our Presidents: have estab- 
lished by precedent, that they 
of our past Presidents reveal 
and members of their Cabinet 
and other heads of Executive 
departments have an undoubted 
privilege and discretion to keep 
confidential, in the public inter- 
est, papers and information 
which require secrecy. 

American history abounds in 
countless illustrations of the re- 
fusal, on occasion, by the Presi- 
dent and heads of departments 
to furnish papers to Congress, 
or its committees, for reasons 
of public policy. The messages 
that almost every one of them 
found it necessary to inform 
of his Constitutional.

In March 1792, the House of 
Representatives passed the fol- 
lowing resolution:

ment, my constant endeavor to 
harmonize with the other 
branches thereof so far as the 
trust delegated to me by the 
people of the United States and 
my sense of the obligation it 
imposes to ‘preserve, protect, 
and defend the Constitution’ 
will permit.” (Richardson’s 
“Messages and Papers of the 
Presidents,” Vol. 1, P. 194.) 


Dangerous Precedent. 


Washington then went on to 
discuss the secrecy required in 
negotiations with foreign gove 
ments, and cited that as a rea- 
son for vesting the .power of 
making treaties in the Presi- 
dent, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. He felt that 
to admit the House of Represen- 
tatives into the treaty-making 
power, by reason of its Constitu- 
tional duty to appropriate money 
to carry out a treaty, would be 
to’ establish a dangerous prece- 
dent. He closed his message to 
the House as follows: 

“As, therefore, it is perfectly 
clear to my understanding that 
the assent of the House of Rep- 
resentatives is not necessary to 
the validity of a treaty; ... and 
as it is essential to the due ad- 
ministration of the Government 
that the boundaries fixed by the 
Constitution between the differ- 
ent departments should be pre- 
served, a -just regard to the 
Constitution and to the duty of 
my office, under all the circum- 
stances of this case, forbids a 
compliance with your request.” 
(Richardson’s ‘“‘Messages and 
Papers of the Presidents,” Vol.

PRESIDENT JEFFERSON’S

Jackson sent a message to the 
Senate wherein he declined to

municate copies of charges 
which had been made to the 
President against the official 
conduct of Gideon Fita late 
surveyor-general, which caused 
his removal from office. The 
resolution stated that the in- 
formation requested was neces- 
sary both in the action which it 
proposed to take on the nomi- 
nation of a successor to Fitz, 
and in connection with the in- 
vestigation which was then in 
progress by the Senate respect- 
ing the frauds in the sales of 
public lands. 


‘Painful but Imperious Duty.’ 


The President's message re- 
ferred to many previous simi- 
lar requests, which he deemed 
unconstitutional demands by the 
Senate: 

“Their continued: repetition 
imposes on me, as the repre- 
sentative and trustee of the 
American people, the painful 
but imperious duty of resisting 
to-the utmost any further en- 
croachment on the rights of the 
executive.” Ibid. P. 133). 

The President next took up 
the fact that the Senate resolu- 
tion had been passed in execu- 
tive session, from which he was 
bound to presume that if the 
information requested by the 
resolution were communicated, 
it would ‘be applied in secret 
session to the investigation of 
frauds in the sales of public 
lands. The President said that, 
if he were to furnish the in- 
formation, the citizen whose 
conduct the Senate sought to 
impeach would lose one of his 
basic rights, namely—that of a 
public investigation in the pres- 


ence of his accusers and of the 
witnesses against him. In addi-

“I therefore decline a com- 
pliance with so much of the 
resolution of the Senate as re- 
quests ‘copies of the charges, if 
any,’ in relation to Mr. Fitz, 
and in doing so must be dis- 
tinctly understood as neither at 
firming nor denying that any 
such charges were made: 
(Ibid. p. 134.) 


Tyler Refusal Cited. 

One of the best reason prece- 
dents of a President's refusal to 
permit the head of a depart- 
ment to disclose confidential in- 
formation to the House of Rep- 
resentatives is Pfesident Tyler’s 
refusal to communicate to the 
House of Representatives the 
reports relative to the affairs 
of the Cherokee Indians and to 
the frauds which were alleged 
to have been practiced upon 
them. A resolution of the House 
of Representatives had called 
upon the Secretary of War to 
communicate to the House the 
reports made to the Department 
of War by Lt. Col. Hitchcock 
relative to the affairs of the 
Cherokee Indians together with 
all information communicated 
by him concerning the frauds he 
was charged to investigate; also 
all facts in the possession of 
the Executive relating to the 
subject. The Secretary of War 
consulted with the President 
and under the latter’s direction 
informed the House that nego- 
tiations were then pending with 
the Indians for settlement of 
their claims; in the opinion of 
the President and the Depart- 
ment, therefore, publication of 
the report at that time would 
be inconsistent with the pub- 
lic interest. 

The Secretary of War further 
stated in his answer to the reso- 
lution that the report sought by 
the House, dealing with alleged 
frauds which Lt. Col. Hitchcock 
was charged to investigate con- 


tained information which was 
obtained by Col. Hitchcock. by 
ex parte inquiries of persons 
whose statements were without 
the sanction of an oath, and 
which the persons implicated 
had had no opportunity to con- 
Pear or explain. The Secre- 


tary of War expressed the opin- Alabama, 


ion that to promulgate those 
statements at that time would 
be grossly unjust to those per- 
sons, and would defeat the ob- 
ject of the inquiry. He also re- 
marked that the Department 
had not been given at that time 
sufficient opportunity ‘to pursue 
the investigation, to call the 
parties affected for explana- 
tions, or to determine on the 
measures proper to be taken. 

The answer of the Secretary 
of War was not satisfactory to 
the Committee on Indian Af- 
fairs of the House, which claimed 
the right to ‘demand from the 
executive and heads of depart- 
ments such information as may 
be in their possession relating 
to subjects to the deliberations 
of the House. 

Tyler Reply. 

President Tyler in a message 
dated Jan. 31, 1843, vigorously 
asserted that the House of Rep- 
resentatives could not exercise: 
a right to call upon the Execu- 
tive for information, even though 
it related to a subject of the 
deliberations of the House, if, 
by so doing, it attempted to 
interfere with the discretion of 
the Executive. 

The same course of action was 
taken by President James Bu- 
chanan in 1860 in resisting a 
resolution of the House to in- 
vestigate whether the President 
or any other officer of the Gov- 
ernment had, by money, patron- 
age or other improper means, 
sought to influence the action 
of Congress for or against the: 
passage of any law relating to 
the rights of any state or terri- 
tory (See Richardson, ‘Messages 
and Papers of the Presidents,” 
Vol. 5, PP. 618-619).

As to a Panel 
To the Editor of the Post-Diapatch: 

In preparation for my role as & 
panelist in a recent discussion of in- 
terracial education in the St. Louis 
community, I interviewed a num- 
ber of persons who have attended 
St.. Louis University, Washington 
University or both. 

The majority of those interviewed 
were graduate students who were 
busily engaged in other activities 
and -concerned about the completion 
of their degrees and not about “ac- 
ceptance” or “non-acceptance” by 
individual white students. 

As a matter of fact, each regarded 
himself and was regarded by others 
with whom he associated as being 
just another student. There were a 
few isolated instances where race be- 
came a primary factor, but these 
were the exception. 

Most of them reported very good 
relationships with individual students 
and teachers inside and outside the 
classroom. The primary hindrance 
is that segregation in the community 
prevents any complete degree of in- 
tegration and co-operation. 

Here are the conclusions as a re- 
sult of the sampling: 

1. The majority of Negro and 
white students have made a very 
good adjustment to mixed schools. 

2. The city and community as a 
whole are not helping the carry-over 

effectiveness of what is being done 
primarily in the Catholic elementary 
and high sehools, St. Louis Univer- 
sity or Washington University. 
. 3. Formal education in the schools 
cannot alone eradicate prejudices. 
The schools only provide a proving 
ground. 
. 4..The educative process is more 
-uccéssful where an objective pro- 
gram on racial prejudice exists, 
roupled with a program of orienta- 
tion’ and planning.

Scott Air Force Base, ILL. . 
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Attorney General Brownell has tacitly con- 
ceded the failure’ of the Communist-oath pro- 
vision of the Taft-Hartley Act in asking for a 
new and larger grant of power. 

What Mr. Brownell now seeks is federal power 
to. dissolve labor unions—and, more academical- 
ly, private businesses—found to be infiltrated 
by Communists. Under bills introduced by Sen- 
ator Ferguson of Michigan, the Justice Depart- 
ment would in effect prosecute such groups be- 
fore the Subversive Activities Control Board, 
which could command their abolition. 

The board already has power to list organiza- 
tions deemed subversive, but Mr. Brownell wants 
to give the board power to order “liquidation,” 
as Senator Ferguson's bill describes it. 

This procedure would repeal and replace the 
labor law provision. Under Taft-Hartley, union 
officers must file non-Communist affidavits or 
their unions cannot use the services of the 
National Labor Relations Board. 

So far the Justice Department has won only 
four convictions of union leaders for filing 
false affidavits, and one of these four was 
reversed. The determination of a man’s political 
beliefs or membership proved difficult in court. 
So Mr. Brownell seeks a different club. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Brownell’s plan 
would make it easier to attack Communists in 
unions. His department could.make the initial. 
determination as to whether a union were Com- 
munist-dominated, for trial by an administrative 
board, subject to court appeal. 

But is it wise to attack Communists in organi- 
zations by breaking up whole organizations them- 
selves? So far the Communist party itself has 
not been declared illegal. Should any organiza- 
tion—labor, business or otherwise—be destroyed 
by law because some of its officers might be 
found to support that party? 

Even if such unusual proceedings were under- 
taken, the law would have to establish most 
careful definitions and limitations on the power 
of the executive branch. Do the Ferguson bills 
do that? 

The bills define a new type of organization— 
the “Communist-infiltrated” organization. “In- 
filtrated” is defined as “substantially dominat- 
ed” by Communist groups or their members, 
The power to decide what is substantial is given 
the Attorney General and the Subversive Activi- 
ties Control Board. 

Such broad authority on such incompletely 
defined terms is not given even to the courts. 
Under the Smith Act the Government can prose- 
cute individuals who advocate its overthrow by 
force and violence. But the United States has 
avoided outlawing entire private organizations 
for the motives of some members as judged by 
an executive offjcer or independent board. To 
go much beyond that is to hold that guilt is not 


individual but collective. 


Congress should inspect Mr. Brownell’s latest 
proposal most cautiously. To be effective, the 
attack on Communism has to be made with 
just regard for the rights of all citizens—and 
very few of them are Communists. 
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Only One Vote Needed 


St. Louis School Board members are face to 
face with a decision of much-importance to the 
taxpayer and his childrefi: Shall A. T. Kearney 
& Co., a firm of business consultants, complete 
an evaluation of the non-teaching departments? 

Board Members Antoine, Christel, Schlafly, 
Stolar, Storckman and Whiteside answer with 
an emphatic Yes.

Surely they are 
not so careless of the taxpayer’s money as to 
answer with anything but a clear, strong Yes. 
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Applying the President’s Sentiment 

When 50 Alaskans called on President Eisen- 
hower to press for statehood, “he didn’t say out- 
right” that he was for it, according to their 
leader, Barrie M. White of Anchorage. But he 
did say, Mr. White went on, that “he had great 
sympathy for the widest franchise possible for 
all Americans.” 

The sympathy expressed by the President is 
a generality which can become meaningful by 
being applied. In the context in which he spoke 
its application would take the form of statehood 
for Alaska. The ma tical way in which Mr. 
Eisenhower could suit the action to the word 
would be to use his influence to bring about a 
vote on the issue in the House. The Senate has 
already voted statehood for Alaska and Hawaii, 
the House for Hawaii alone. 

The position of the Republican platform, which 
favored immediate statehood for Hawaii but rele- 
gated Alaska to some time in the indefinite fu- 
ture, has been followed by the President. But 
this is not a course of “the widest possible fran- 
chise for all Americans.” Full membership in the 
Union is possible for the residents of Alaska. It 
ought therefore to be the case. 
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Anthony Eden Stull Hopes 


Britain’s Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
spoke bravely, and perhaps a trifle wistfully, 
when he urged the Geneva conference not to 
despair of reaching agreement on a political 
settlement for Korea... . 

Most observers at the conference appear to 
have despaired of this before the sessions began. 
And with Syngman Rhee objecting to holding 
elections in South Korea, while the Communists 
object to any United Nations supervision of elec- 
tions, the prospects have never been bright. 

Mr. Edén says that where both sides agree on 
so much, there ought to be a chance of agreeing 
on more. Both the Communists and the West, he 
says, agree Korea should be unified and inde- 
pendent, its independence will have to be guar- 
anteed, and foreign troops should be withdrawn, 

The difficulty arises, of course, over who is to 
control the unified and independent Korea. After 
a bitter fratricidal war which neither side could 
win, it would seem elementary that the only 
solution is a government controlled neither by 
Syngman Rhee nor by the Communists. But 
néither is willing to give up power voluntarily, 
and each has strong claims upon outside support. 

Whatever else may be needed for a solution, 
certainly free elections are essential. To be sure 
that they are free, they must be internationally 
supervised, Preferably, as Mr. Eden says, they 
should be supervised by the U.N. Yet since the 
U.N. was in fact a belligerent it is understand- 
able that the Communists object to formal U.N. 
control. Mr. Eden suggests by implication that 
some other form of supervision might be worked 
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out. That might be worth trying if its effec- 
tiveness’ could be guaranteed. But unless the 
supervision is real, nobody can have any con- 
fidence that the elections are the same. 
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Mr. Eisenhower’s Secrecy. Order 

The President has personally entered the 
McCarthy-vs.-the-Army battle to the extent of 
formally ordering the Department of Defense 
to keep secret all details as to talks within the 
executive departments concerning the contro- 
versy now being fought out at the Senate hear- 
ings. Mr. Eisenhower’s pronouncement is of 
such importance that he is entitled to be heard 
in his own words. Citing 12 precedents from 
Presidents Washington to Truman relating to the 
separation of powers, he said: 

Because it is essential to efficient and 
effective administration that employes of 
the Executive Branch be in a position to be 
completely candid in advisi with each 
other on official matters, and ause it is 
not in the public interest that any of their 
conversations or communications or any 
documents or reproductions, ‘concerning 

_such advice be disclosed, you will instruct 
employes of your department that in all of 
their appearances before the subcommittee 
of the Senate Committee on Government 
Operations regarding the inquiry now be- 
fore it, they are not to testify to any such 
conversations or communications or to pro- 
duce any such documents or reproductions. 
As a basic principle of our three-branch Fed- 

eral Government, there cannot be any serious 


question as to the wisdom of the historic prac-_ 


tice of the Executive Department to protect 
itself from legislative encroachment—the basic 
principle and the historic practice now reaf- 
firmed by the President. Indeed that is the 
fundamental issue in Secretary Stevens’s de- 
fense of the Army Department against the kick - 
ing around that Senator McCarthy and his staff 
gave the Army over a period of many months, 

Notwithstanding all this, it would be greatly 
to the advantage of the country in this instance, 
so we believe, to put all the relevant facts on 
the table. Army Counselor John G. Adams told 
last Wednesday that the McCarthy-Cohn-Schine 
pressure and the seemingly associated loyalty 
board case was presented to high administration 
officials, including Attorney General Brownell 
and top presidential aide, Sherman Adams, last 
Jan. 12. It must have been known when this 
brand new bombshell was exploded that the 
Senators on the subcommittee, to say nothing of 
principals, McCarthy; Cohn and Carr, would 
want to know much more about it. 

If the White House is worrying about a po- 
tentially dangerous precedent, let it consider 
how much more dangerous it is to give the 
junior Republican Senator from Wisconsin a 
demagogic issue that he himself could not possi- 
bly fabricate. Moreover, in his demand for in- 
formation, Senator McCarthy will be supported, 


for different reasons, by some other Senators. . 


An Administration which did not hesitate to 
use secret material from FBI files in the 
Truman-White-Brownell-Hoover case should not 
be afraid of telling how it decided to call a halt 
—and justifiedly—to the inroads of Senator 
McCarthy as it did four months ago. 
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As the Aldermen Reconvene 

As the Board of Aldermen reconvenes to con- 
sider the Tucker Administration’s impressive 
legislative program, it surely will keep in mind 
that the sooner the program is enacted, the 
greater the service to St. Louis. 

We refer specifically to the proposals for a 
board of freeholders to draft a new City Char- 
ter, the restoration of daytime parking restric- 
tions on Olive and Pine streets; the creation of 
an airport commission with real power, and 
fluoridation of the municipal water supply. 

These are matters of first importance and 
ought to be dealt with without delay. There 
is no acceptable reason why the Aldermen 
cannot dispose of them before they recess 
for the summer. ; 
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A Calculated Change of Heart 


Physicians on the Blue Cross corporate board 
have reversed themselves and are finally willing 
to permit the payment of full benefits to mem- 
bers treated in osteopathic hospitals. 

Three times in the last 11 months, hospital 
and public members of the Blue Cross board, 
including representatives of organized labor, 
have attempted to bring about this very reform. 
Each time they have mustered a sizable majori- 
ty of the votes cast, but not the two thirds ma- 
jority that was necessary. Each time they were 
thwarted by the physicians. Why have the doc- 
tors of medicine changed their minds? 

Boiled down to its essence, the answer of the 
physicians themselves seems to be that they 
have a bill they want to get through the next 
session of the Missouri Legislature. It would es- 
tablish a single state board of licensure covering 
both doctors of medicine and doctors of osteo- 
pathy. And among other things it would freeze 
out the chiropractors and perhaps others. 

Evidently the physicians want to win friends 
and influence people, the osteopath and organ- 
ized labor included, so that the measure might 
have smooth sailing. The doctors of medicine 
have had a calculated change of heart. 
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Error at Dinosaur 

The most plausible argument for building a 
dam in the Dinosaur National Park now appears 
to have been invalidated. 

Secretary of the Interior McKay had argued 
that a high dam at Echo Park, inside the monu- 
ment in western Colorado and eastern Utah, was 
indispensable because a high dam at any alter- 
nate site would involve “heavy loss of water 
through evaporation.”. Estimates were that 
these losses would be equivalent to the amount 
needed to supply a city the size of Denver. 

In the subhumid West, where water is life 
itself, that argument was an over-riding one. 
Other arguments also were advanced by the 
Interior Department for locating the high dam 
at Echo Park rather than elsewhere, but they 
‘were nowhere near as convincing. 

Now the department admits that its Recla- 
mation Bureau, which planned the system of 
dams of which Echo Park would be one unit, 
made an error. It overestimated by 200 per 
cent the evaporation that would occur at the 


alternative Glen Canyon site for a high dam — 


outside Dinosaur National Monument. Under 
Secretary Ralph: Tudor says that while “this 
brings up the possibility” of the substitute 
high-dam site, it has been decided after further 
deliberation that a substitute would still not be 
“justifiable.” ;

The decision to examine in public 
all principals in the McCarthy dispute 
doubtless means that the inquiry will 
continue for a longer time than would 
otherwise, have been the case. Much 
as we would like to see the hearings 
expedited, we feel that this decision, re- 
flecting the position of Secretary 
Stevens, is sound. 


The way to expedite the hearings was 
not by preventing four of the six prin- 
cipals from making their case in open 
session. They have all been publicly 
charged with various malpractices or 
derelictions of duty; they all ought to 
as allowed: to defend themselves pub- 
licly. 

The way to expedite the hearings is 
to do consistently and with firmness 
what the chairman and the committee 
counsel have. been doing only spas- 
modically and with weakness: insist on 
adherence to the issues. 


If these policies had been pursued 
from the first day, and if Senator Mc- 
Carthy in particular had been required 
to abide -by them instead of being al- 
lowed to conduct his filibuster by cross- 
examination, the hearings would un- 
questionably have been farther along 
than they now are. 


However, even though they have been 
permitted to wander far afield, the 
hearings have already had their value. 
They have confirmed that the basic is- 
sue in this battle between Senator Mc- 
Carthy and the Army involves the at- 
tempt of a powerful and ruthless spokes- 
man of the legislative branch of our 
Government to infringe on the consti- 
tutional prerogatives of the executive 
branch. 


Senator McCarthy has supported this 
position by bringing forward a spurious 
document containing genuine informa- 
tion transmitted from the FBI to the 


Army—entirely within the executive . 


branch—and then refusing to reveal 
the name of the officer who gave him 
the fake document in violation of the 
law and of Army regulations. 


The chairman and counsel of the 
committee quickly upheld the Senator's 
right to protect his law-breaking in- 
formant, thereby perpetuating the con- 
fusion between the investigative func- 
tion of a senatorial committee and the 
law-enforcement function of an execu- 
tive (or a police) department. Senator 
McCarthy himself has of course con- 
stantly confused these functions, 


Congressional investigations have an 
important place in the American sys- 
tem, but congressional investigations 
when they are misused in the way that 
Senator McCarthy has misused them 
can undermine the American principle 
of tripartite division of powers. 

Since, however, the Senate has thus 
far shown gg gr tana to restrain 
Mr. McCarthy, if is up to the Admin- 
istration itself—and not just one lone 
Cabinet officer—to fight for its essen- 
tial and historic prerogatives if it in- 
tends to preserve them.

The decision to cqntinue the public 
hearing into the Army-McCarthy case, 
but to conduct it with “precision” and 
without “speech making,” would seem 
to have been a highly salutary one. 


There are several very serious issues 
involved in this matter—issues of the

sional and the executive power, issues 
as to the justice and the effectiveness 
of the Eisenhower security program, is- 
sues as to the value, or even the admis- 
sibility, of the methods of “McCarthy- 
ism” in a democratic society based on 
the concepts of due process.

Unanswered, this charge would have 
burst the whole McCarthy bubble. It 
was, consequently, answered with a 
counter-charge that the Army, alarmed 
by what the McCarthyites were about 
to reveal, sought first to buy off, then 
to block and then to discredit the Mc- 
Carthy efforts to “expose Communists.” 

Inherently improbable as was this 
counter-charge (directed against an 
Army of which Dwight Eisenhower is 
Commander in Chief and Secretaries 
Wilson and Stevens are the civilian 
executive heads), it nevertheless suf- 
one to force an investigation of the 

acts. 


The only proper way of doing this 
would have been to place the two par- 
ties on a precisely equal footing before 
a tribunal not itself involved, then to 
have the Army charges in an orderly 
way, then to have heard the McCarthy 
defense —the counter-charges—in the 
same way, then to have reached a find- 
ing. Through some weeks the Mundt 
committee and its rather ill-informed 
impartial counsel has shown itself in- 
capable of enforcing such a procedure. 

It managed to start out by seeming 
to make the Army, not McCarthy, the 
defendant; it allowed McCarthy a Iati-

Novel of Asia’s Ferment 


A SINGLE PILGRIM, by Norman Lewis. (Rine 
hart & Co., 247 pgs., $3.) 

Right on the heels of his two excel- 
lent personal travel books dealing with 
Indochina and Burma, Mr. Lewis pre- 
sents an enticing novel based on his ex- 
periences in Southeast Asia and in line 
with the day’s news. John Crane, the 
central character, is a tolerant, thought- 
ful Englishman, manager of a big tim- 
ber company branch in a Siamese town 
on the Mekong river across from Laos. 
Life is going nieely for him when the 


book opens but three things suddenly — 


appear to spoil an idyllic existence: his 
neurotic wife from England, Confelt 
the American secret agent and the Viet- 
minh advance party in Laos. — : 
Crane has a bit of the colonial mas- 
ter about him but he understands his 
native servants, treats them with at 
consideration and is p 
them. Soon after his wife arrives, she 
upsets his servants, causes the most val- 
uable to depart, 
and, in addition, 
distracts Crane with 
her we M- meaning 
but nagging atten- 
tion to him. The 
American agent 
Confelt comes out 
of his disguise and 
advances a plan to 
thwart Conrmunist 
infiltration by mna- 
palming 50,000 or 
so natives and their 
huts in the Mekong 
valley. Crane is 
shocked. What's the 
world coming to? 
Crane already is facing the problem 
arising from the recent news that Siam 
is nationalizing the teak industry and 
his company will be put out of business.

That 
is where the Vietminh comes in. Crane 
has heard reports of the dangers that 
will confront him if he goes to Laos on 
a ay | concerning the teak preserve. 
With his little world falling to pieces, 
he undertakes what he knows is prac 
tically a suicidal trip. 


Betrayed by natives and captured by 
the Communists, Crane exchahges phi- 
losophies with a Vietminh lieutenant. 
In answer to Crane’s comment on the 
brain-washing of the Laotian troops, the 
lieutenant says: “We took away paradise 
and nirvana and gave them the world. 
We told the ancestor-worshippers to let 
their dead lie in peace, and proved to 
these men we released from the planta- 
tions that although they were coolies, 
their sons could become men. We taught 
them what Buddha and Christ forgot to 
teach: how the slave could go free. This 
was the brain-washing we gave them.” 


The lieutenant is just one of the 
dozen or so characters that Mr. Lewis 
seems to infuse with life. Only one or 
two approach the wraithlike or drift out 
of focus. As for the setting, those who 
have read the author’s “Golden Earth” 
or his “A Dragon Apparent” will know 
that he has transplanted the actual scen- 
ery to this book of fiction: .

The Relic of a Legend 


WASHINGTON. 


T was the combination of his years, which he wore with 
Southern grace, his courtly manners, his silver hair, his Prince 
Albert coat and his gates-ajar collar that added up to make 
Clyde R. Hoey, North Carolina Democrat, the very image of what a 
past generation always saw in its mind’s eye when someone said: 


“United States Senator.” 

He was, indeed, the last leaf 
m3 vig) ty Now he has 
allen, Left for us are on 
bare bones of oa 
modernity and 
mediocrity—for 
us, that is, who 
can go back 
some years in 
memory, back 
to other and 
calmer and 
slower days 
when folks had 
time for the lit- 
tle amenities, 
and for mean- 
dering talk 
about nothing much, and for 
oratory that glittered with clas- 
sical allusions. 

But the Senate of a quarter 
of a century ago—and perhaps 
it is mostly a legend—passed 
long before the passing last 
week of Senator Hoey. He be- 
comes a symbol to commemorate 
it once again. It had passed, 
as a matter of fact, before the 
last Senator who wore a Prince 
Albert had departed the Senate. 
That gentle and lovable figure, 
Ex-Senator Henry Fountain Ash- 
hurst of Arizona, still lives here 
among us. 


Uses of a Prince Albert. 


He once confided the reason 
he wore a Prince Albert to that 
voluminous diary he _ kept. 
Though generally a sweet-tem- 
pered gentleman, he occasion- 
ally would be aroused to anger 
about something said or done in 
the Senate, and was often in 
haste to give the quick and hot 
retort. He found, he said, that 
by the time he unwound him- 
self from his Prince Albert coat 
and got to his feet, his temper 
had cooled off... 

It was some years before Sen- 
ator Ashurst’s involuntary re- 
tirement that the Senate lost 
its easy-going character.“ It was 
the impact of the “great depres- 
sion” that broke in 1929 and ran 
on through the 1930s when there 
was no longer time for casual 
talk and deliberation, but quick 
action on measures that few 
had time even to read and fewer 
still to try to understand. The 
modern world caught up with 
us. suddenly.

About three hours before he 
died in his sleep in a chair in 
his office, and thus removed 
those relics forever, there was 
a scene in the Senate which 
typifies the modern idea. 

The Senate’s Democratic 
leader, Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas, rose to reply to a speech 
the day before by his_opposite 
number, Republican leader Wil- 
liam F. Knowland of California. 
Senator Knowland had twitted 
the Democrats a bit for being 
critical of Administration for- 
eign policy, obviously with par- 
ticular reference to Senator 
Johnson’s Jefferson-Jackson day 
dinner speech and ex-President 
Truman's National Press Club 
address. But the Republican 
leader concluded with an appeal 
for ~btpartisanship, and it wsa 
altogether friendly. 


A Pretty Picture. 


In making his reply. Senator 
Johnson, in attitude and manner, 
was reminiscent of a member of 
a board of directors making a 
report. His typewritten speech 
lay on his desk before kim. As 
he read it, his eyes pinned down 
on the manuscript before him, 
he swayed back and forth, his 
hands in his pockets. 

A few years ago that would 

have been.unthinkable. A Sena- 
tor reading a speech! and a 
party leader! it is common prac- 
tice now. When Senator Johnson 
finished his reading, there was a 
touch of gallantry. Senator 
Knowland promptly jumped to 
his feet from his desk across 
the aisle, like a tennis player 
vaulting the net, and grabbed 
for Senator Johnson’s hand. 
-» The handshake made. quite a 
sweet and pretty picture, even 
though both men—big, strapping 
fellows—looked a little embar- 
rassed. 


And No Malice. 


And well might they have 
been! For there was a time when 
Senator Johnson's speech would 
have touched off, not a Damon 
and Pythias act, but a furious 
general debate, One Senator 
after another would have joined 
in, with impromptu speeches full 
of rolling periods, and occasional 
thunder, and a be-damned to 
you, sir, and to your whole party, 
sir, from each side of the aisle 
for a whole lovely afternoon. 

And not a drop of bipartisan- 
ship—and not a drop of malice.

SPEAK UP FOR RIGHTS, 
HERBLOCK URGES 


Cartoonist in Talk Here De- 
- rides Theory of Guilt 
by Association. 


To defeat the “fear-and-smear 
business” of McCarthyism, 
Americans must speak up in de- 
fense of civil liberties them- 
selves and must insist that peo- 
ple in Government do the same, 
Herbert L. Block, Pulitzer Prize 
cartoonist, ‘declared here last 
night. 

Putting into his talk some of 
the smiling bite and sarcastic 
thrust. of his drawings, he 
evoked bursts of laughter from 
a capacity audience at Sheldon 
Memorial, but underlying the 
humor was a tone of earnest- 
ness and deep concern over in- 
fringement of basic rights. 

Deriding the theory of guilt 
by association and the -furor 


over the case of Dr. Irving 
Perets, Army dentist, Block 
said: 


“Some of us have been guilty 
of associating with the United 
States Army. Some of us while 
in the Army had dental work 
done. Who knows what went 
on in those dark cavities? We've 
all heard about boring from 
within, but were unaware that 
the real danger to this country 
was pink toothbrush.” 

Contending that the wiretap- 
ping authority sought by United 
States Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell will lead to “guilt by 
communication,” he said: 

“Limited wiretapping is about 
as possible as limited addiction 
to dope.

He recalled the governmental 
roles of Henry L. Stimson, Rob- 
ert Patterson, Frank Knox and 
Paul Hoffman, saying, “‘we had 
better Republicans in office un- 
der the Democrats.”

He recejved 
the doctor’s degree from Jahns 
Hopkins University.

Virus Hepatitis 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


EORGE WASHINGTON HARRISON (not his real 
(Gj aane came into the office feeling mighty weak and 


low. His digestion was upset. He didn’t have any 
appetite. Sometimes he cotildn’t keep down the little he 
ate, Especially strange to him was the loss of taste for 


cigarettes. Though he had smoked a pack a day for years, 
he’d stopped smoking with this illness. 

It all began three weeks ago. He finally felt so weak 
and unable to work or enjoy life that he consulted a 
physician. What really brought him in was his unusually 
severe illness after he drank a half pint of whiskey.

ANY PHYSICIAN hearing this story so far would ex- 
pect to find some jaundice and, if this were a first attack, 
an enlarged, tender liver. Certain laboratory tests would 
confirm the diagnosis. This is the story of a virus infec- 
tion of the liver—virus hepatitis. 

Jaundice from other causes as well as fevers can make 
smoking distatesful temporarily. This symptom isn’t diag- 
nostic of hepatitis but it is typical. 

Though it didn’t appear in Harrison’s history, further 
questioning might have revealed that he had a blood or 
plasma infusion or some other hypodermic treatment in 
the past 60 to 120 days. This is one way the virus is 
transmitted. Then it’s called serum hepatitis. 

Other ways of transmitting the illness are by contact 
among people, by droplets, contaminated fingers, food, 
water and milk. Sometimes it occurs among children in a 
grade-school class. In fact, it more commonly afflicts 
children and young adults, under 25 years old. 
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EARLY DIAGNOSIS shortens the illness. Why? Be- 
cause absolute bed rest together with proper diet and other 
treatments can rescue the liver from severe damage. 
Though physicians arén’t positive iust what bed rest does 
for this illness, experience has shown that bed rest means 
earlier recovery. It means a shorter period of weakness 
and convalescence afterward. 


Ignoring the symptoms during the first week or two 
makes the illness last weeks longer than‘ if treatment had 
begun early. Fortunately, the liver has amazing powers of 
repair. Permanent liver damage does not usually happen 
following virus hepatitis. | 

There isn’t any sure way known for killing the virus 
in the body. Some doctors think aureomycin does, but 
many disagree.. Certainly, antibiotics alone are not-the 
proper treatment. 

Because the patient waited so long before seeing the 
doctor, he will be sick weeks to months longer than if he 
had started treatment right away. .

CISSORS and a sewing ma- 

chine are the essential tools 

for this trim window valance, 
and it goes up on the window on 
an ordinary curtain or drapery 
rod, 
This method. is far easier for 
most of us than sawing and nail- 
ing tegether a wooden cornice 
and attaching the cornice “cor- 
rectly to the wall or window 
frame, 

The secret or the easier meth- 
od is a new, extra heavy, buck- 
ram drapery trimming that some 


sections are just beginning to 
show. The buckram is made es- 


pecially for valances and is 
treated In a new way to remain 
stiff ‘even when the valance is 
washed or dry cleaned. It comes 
by the yard, 12 inches wide. 
To make the valance, measure 
the rod it’s to go on, end to end 
to include the returns. Cut the 


buckram to this length, draw 
and cut out the shaped edges, 
then stitch wide straight tape 
across the buckram below the 
top edges, as indicated in the 
small center sketch. 

The tape, of course, makes a 
channel into which the. curtain 
rod is inserted. Finish the val- 
ance by covering it with fabric

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HILE WE WERE going into the exact location for “Mince- 
meat’s” arrival, a means of transportation had to be devised. 
The body could not be dropped for fear of injury, which 


left three methods of placing it in the sea: submarine, flying boat 
or a temporary diversion of one of the ships which escorted the 


convoys. up the coast of Spain. 
Of these a submarine could 
clearly get much the closest in- 


shore without risk of direction. I 
therefore asked permission from 
the Vice-chief of Naval Staff 
(Home). to discuss possibilities 
with Adm. Barry, the Flag Of- 
ficer commanding our subma- 
rines: it was, of course, on the 
basis that our planning was 
purely tentative, so that a com- 
plete scheme could be worked 
out for submission to the Chiefs 
of Staff. 

Adm. Barry saw the possibil- 


* fties of the idea, and I had a 


preliminary talk with his Chief 
Staff Officer. He decided that 
“Mincemeat” could be carried in 
a submarine on passage to Mal- 
ta, as these quite frequently 
took important but not too bulky 
articles to that island. In spite 
of the size of the container, 
which would have to be some 
6 feet 6 inches long and about 
2 feet in diameter, he consid- 
ered that it could be accom- 
modated inside the pressure hull 
and brought up through the con- 
ning tower for launching at sea. 
This greatly eased our problem, 
as it meant that we would only 
have to get an airtight canister 
and not a pressure-proof con- 
tainer, which would have had to 
be much heavier and more 
complicated. . cy 

I saw Adm. Barry again an 
told him that the plan was go- 
ing ahead and that, if we got 
final approval, we would want 
the operation carried out at 
about the end of April. 

He decided that H. M.. Sub- 
marine Seraph might be used, 
as it could delay its. departure 
for Malta by a fortnight, spend- 
ing the time “working up” in 
home waters. The chance of us- 
ing Seraph was fortunate, as it 
was commanded by Lt. Jewell, 
and he and his ship's company 
already had experience of spe- 
cial operations in connection 
with the North Africa landings. 

I had prepared tentative “op- 
eration orders” for the captain 
of the submarine, and these 
Adm. Barry approved; but at his 
sugg-stion, Lt. Jewell came to 
the Flag Officer, Submarines 
Headquarters, where he and I 
could talk over the whole mat- 
ter. We discussed the opera- 
tion and filled in points of de- 
tail. While all these things were 
being arranged, we had been 
busy over the more interesting 
matters. What document could 
we provide which could be so 
impressive that it would make 
the Germans alter their plan- 
ning and disposition of forces? 
How could we provide the docu- 
ment with a sufficiently con- 
vincing background to, make 
them accept it as genuine? 

One thing seemed crystal 
clear: if the purpose of this 
document was to deceive the 
Germans so thatathey would act 
upon it, then it had to be on 
a really high level; no indiscre- 
tion or “leak” from an officer 
of normal rank would do. Even 
a security lapse from one briga- 
dier, air commodore or reap 
admiral to another would not 
be weighty enough. 

If the German Genetal Staff 
was to be persuaded, in face of 
all probabilities, to bank on our 
next target being somewhere 
other than Sicily, it would have 
to have before it a document 
which was passing between offi- 
— = must know what our 
real pians were, who could not 
possibly be mistaken and who 
could not themselves be the vic- 
_ tims of a cover plan. If the op- 
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eration: was to be worthwhile, 
I had to have a document writ- 
ten by someone, and to some- 
one, whom the Germans knew 
—and whom they knew to be 
“right in the know.” 

So I put up the proposal that 
Gen. Sir Archibald Nye, Vice- 
Chief of the Imperial General 
Staff, should write the letter— 
and that he should write it to 
Gen. Alexander (who com- 
manded an army in Tunisia, un- 
der Gen. Eisenhower) at 18th 
Army Group Headquarters. The 
letter should be what we junior 
officers called “the old boy 
type,” the sort of friendly let- 
ter which can give information 
and explanations that can’t be 
put into an official communica- 
tion. That sort of letter, and 
that “sort of letter only, could 
convey convincingly to the. Ger- 
mans the indication that our 
next target was not Sicily, and 
yet could be found in the pos- 
session of an officer and not in 
a bag full of the usual official 
documents going from home to 
our army aboard. 


I was aiming high — and I 
had to. I expected something of 
an explosion — and I got it. 
For many of the most able and 
efficient people failed to appre- 
ciate what was wanted for this 
sort of job; for to realize that 
needed a particular sort of ap- 
proach and a peculiar sort of 
mind that could look af the 
same puzzle from several dif- 
ferent angles at the same time.

The German Opera- 
tional Staff does not know all 
the Allied difficulties — for ex- 
ample, how short you are of, 
say, landing-craff¥ — and they 
may be prepared to believe that 
an operation is possible which 
your own Operational Staff 
knows is not on the cards at all; 
you have to remember that your 
plan has to deceive them, and 
not your own Staff. But it is not 
everyone who can remember, 
and apply, those considerations.

coast. We knew that it was in- 
tended that both these great 
forces should be used for a sin- 
gle operation. 


When we looked at the same 
problem from the German 
viewpoint, the picture was some- 
what different. So far as they 
knew, the Allies could use Gen. 
Eisenhower's army in the west- 
ern Mediterranean to attack the 
South of France, although this 
would probably necessitate the 
reduction of Sicily, Sardinia and 
Corsica, and would be a risky 
operation with Italy as an un- 
conquered base for counter- 
attacks on the flank of our sup- 
ply lines.

Dn Thawing 
Frozen Foods 
By Edith M. Barber 


66 @ HOULD frozen foods he 
thawed before cooking?” 
This. question is always 
popping up. Perhaps it will be 
well to review the_sititiation, as 
there is no doubt that more and 
more housekeepers are using 
more and more frozen foods. 

As a general rule, fruit may 
be only partially thawed for 
most purposes. This can be ac- 
complished most successfully in 
the interior of the refrigerator 
outside the freezing unit. Fruit, 
such as rhubarb, that is to be 
cooked, need not be previously 
thawed. Vegetables can be 
placed immediately without 
thawing in a small amount of 
either cold or boiling water. 

It is necessary to thaw frozen 
fish fillets at least enough to 
separate them easily. When it 
comes to meat, there are differ- 
ences of opinion, but every one 
agrees that if meat is thawed, 
it should be used as soon as pos- 
sible. In general, I prefer com- 
plete thawing. This is essential 
if the meat is to be browned, or 
coated with crumbs. 

When it comes to a roast, it 
will take two or three times as 
long to cook frozen meat than 
it does to cook thawed meat. 
This is one of the reasons why 
the general preference is for the 
latter. This is also convenient 
because your standard recipes 
can then be used.

FRICASSEE OF LAMB. 


Two packages (one pound) 
frozen lamb for stew. One tea- 
spoon salt. Nine small onions. 
One clove. One carrot. One bay 
leaf. Dash of thyme. Two sprigs 
parsley. Two cups water. Two 
tablespoons butter or margarine. 
Two tablespoons flour. One- 
fourth pound mushrooms, quar- 
tered. One egg yolk, slightly 
beaten. One tablespoon lemon 
juice. Dash of pepper. One- 
fourth teaspoon nutmeg. 

Combine lamb, salt, one onion, 
clove, carrot, bay leaf, thyme, 
and parsley with water. Cook 
slowly until mest is almost ten- 
der. Drain, reserving stock and 
vegetables. Melt butter or mar- 
garine in saucepan, add flour, 
and stir until smocth. Add stock 
gradually, and cook until thick, 
stirring constantly. Add meat 
and vegetables, mushrooms, and 
onions, and cook 30 minutes. 
Beat egg yolk with lemon juice 
and stir quickly into mixture. 
Add remaining seasonings.

Sandy soil has less need of 
earthworms. Both air and wa- 
ter pass through loose, sandy 
soil fairly easily, and réach the 
roots.
